Jam es Lawrence, and Lieut. Au* 
Justus C.JLudlow, has rendered it my 
dutjkto inform you of the capture of the 
late'U . States' fr’gatc Chesapeake. 


On Tuesday, June 1st, at 8 A. M. we 
unmoored ?hip, and at meridian got un­ 
der way from President’s Roads, with 
a light wind from the southward and 
westward, and proceeded on a cruize — 
A ship was then in sight in the offing 
wnich had the appearance of a ship of 
aud which, from in.ormation re- 
ceWed from pilet-boats and craft, we be­ 
lieved to be the British frigate Shannon. 
W e made sail in chase, and cleared ship 
tor action. 
At half past 4, P. M. she 
hove too,with her head to the southward 
and eastward. 
At five, P. M. took in

In a 
few m inutes, one of the Captain’s aids 
came on the gun-deck to inform me that 
the boarders were called. 
I im m ediate­ 
ly called the boarders away, and pro­ 
ceeded to the spar-deck, where 1 lound 
that the enem y had succeeded in board­ 
ing us, and had gained possession of our 
quarter deck. 
I im m ediately gave or­ 
ders to haul on board the fore-tack, for 
the purpose of shooting the ship clear 
of the other, and then made an attem pt 
to regain the quarter-deck, but was 
wounded and thrown down on the gdn- 
deck. 
I again made an effort to collect 
the boarders, but in the mean time the 
enemy had gained com plete possession 
of the ship. On my being carried down 
to the cock-pit, I there found Capt. Law­ 
rence and Lieut. Ludlow both mortally 
wounded ; the form er had been carried 
below previously to the ship’s being 
boarded ; the latter was wounded in at­ 
tem pting to repel the boarders. Among 
those who fell early in the action was 
M r. Edw ard J Ballard, the 4th Lieut, 
and Lieut. Jam es Broom, of Marines.
